For example Link teaches "After the new information has been loaded into 
CNOT IRDB database 1 108, business office 1 102 (central server) determines which target subscriber should receive the updates 
information in step 808. ..in the step 812, system 1106 receives registration information... messages is sent to the wireless device through 
SMS system 1 122. ."."para. 0053-0056. Therefore, Link teaches in response registration message delivering updated message from 
busines server 1102 to active deivice SMS 1122 via system 1106. 
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
